Survey: 60% of employers

Massachusetts gained 9,200 jobs in 
May as the unemployment rate here fell 
by three tenths of a percentage point to 
6.4%, according to numbers released yes- 
terday by both the state Executive Office 
of Labor and Workforce Development 
and the federal Bureau of Labor statistics 

The gain of 9,200 jobs follows a revised 
gain of 10,200 jobs in April when the 
state had first said just 5,100 jobs were 
created in April. A March gain first 
reported at 12,800 jobs was revised up- 
wards to 14,800 as the economy rapidly 
recovers from the pandemic.

Cases receded 
during COVID-19 
prevention measures

Community mitigation efforts 


enacted to curb the spread 
COVID-19 are believed to have 
reduced the transmission of 
other respiratory viruses, but 
those viruses may be making a 
comeback as safety measures 
are lifted. 

The Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention health alert 
network issued an advisory June 
10 that inter-seasonal respirato- 
ry syncytial virus activity, most 
common in the U.S. in fall, win- 
ter and spring, is on the increase

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in parts of the South. 

Dr. Christine A. McKiernan, 
director of Baystate Children’s 
Hospital’s pediatric intensive 
care unit, said the alert not only 
makes pediatricians aware of the 
increased spread of RSV that hos- 
pitalizes some 58,000 children 
annually in the country, but also 
helps put it on the radar of others 
such as day care providers. 

“Tt makes day care providers 
and others aware that even as 
COVID rates are going down we 
may be seeing other respiratory 
viruses and we need to be pre- 
pared,” McKiernan said. “Are 
we going to be testing these 
kids? How is that going to be af- 
fecting quarantine protocols?” 

McKiernan said the country 
has “very quickly gone from 
everyone masked and distant to

While Juneteenth is nowa 
federal holiday, communities 
across the country, including 
Springfield, have acknowl- 
edged the day marking the end 
of slavery for many years. 

On Friday, community lead- 
ers gathered on the steps of 
Springfield City Hall to raise a 
Black Lives Matter flag in honor 
of the holiday. 

“Juneteenth addresses 
America’s first sin, which was 
slavery,” said state Rep. Bud 
Williams, D-Springfield, a 
sponsor of legislation that last 
year led to Juneteenth being 
recognized as a state holiday. 

President Joe Biden on Thurs- 
day signed a bill into law that 
made Juneteenth a national 
holiday. 

While Williams acknowl- 
edged the significance of the 
day, he said it’s also important 
to think about how to move the 
Black community forward. He 
spoke about expanding first- 
time homebuyer programs and 
ensuring that communities of 
color have something to leave 
behind for later generations. 

“Now it’s time to talk about 
wealth building,” he said. 
“Until we build wealth for Black 
and brown people, until we lev- 
el the playing field, all of these

everybody altogether without a 
mask” and that as a pediatrician 
she “does worry that we are 
going to see a surge in other re- 
spiratory viruses.”

COVID-19 shots 


US unlikely to 
reach president’s 
July 4 goal

With the United States 
unlikely to reach President Joe 
Biden’s self-imposed deadline 
of having 70% of American 
adults partly vaccinated against 
the coronavirus by July 4, he 
trumpeted a different mile- 
stone: 300 million shots in his 
first 150 days in office. 

Biden spoke about the vac- 
cination drive from the White 
House as his administration 
makes a last push to reach the 
July 4 goal. Vice President 
Kamala Harris and the Health 
and Human Services secretary, 
Xavier Becerra, were both 
on the road Friday, trying to 
drum up enthusiasm about the 
vaccine. Harris was in Atlanta, 
and Becerra was headed to 
Colorado. 

“It’s an important milestone,” 
the president said, touting his 
administration’s work. “It just 
didn’t happen on its own or by 
chance.” 

Biden took office warning 
of a “dark winter” ahead, as 
deaths were near peak levels 
and vaccinations were barely 
underway, and he is clearly 
trying to portray the virus as in 
retreat as he nears six months 
in Office. A fact sheet distribut- 
ed by the White House before 
Friday’s remarks noted that 15 
states and Washington, D.C., 
have gotten at least 70% of 
adults one shot. 

“The results are clear: 
America is starting to look like 
America again, and entering a 
summer of joy and freedom,” 
the document proclaimed. 

When Biden set the July 4 
goal in early May, he said meet- 
ing it would demonstrate that

the United States had taken “a 
serious step toward a return to 
normal,” and for many people 
that already seems to be the 
case. This week, California and 
New York lifted virtually all of 
their pandemic restrictions on 
business and social distancing. 

But the time frame is tight. 
An analysis by The New York 
Times shows that if the rate of 
adult vaccinations continues 
on the seven-day average, the 
country will fall just short of 
Biden’s 70% goal, with 67.5% 
of American adults having had 
their first shot by July 4. 

As of Thursday, 65% of adults 
have had at least one shot, 
according to data from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. But the num- 
ber of Americans getting their 
first shot has been dropping 
steadily, from about 500,000 
a day to about 200,000 a day 
since Biden announced that 
June would be a “month of 
action” to reach his goal. 

“T don’t see an intervention 
that could really bring back an 
exponential increase in demand 
to get the kind of numbers 
that we probably need to get to 
70%,” said Dr. Marcus Plescia, 
chief medical officer of the As- 
sociation of State and Territorial 
Health Officials. “Every day it 
seems like it’s starting to trickle 
along. So I think realistically, 
probably the best thing we 
could do is to try to get to steady 
state at this lower level.” 

Experts say that froma 
disease control perspective, 
the difference between 67% 
and 70% is insignificant. But 
from a political perspective, it 
would be the first time Biden 
has set a pandemic-related 
goal that he has not met. Biden 
has continually set relatively 
modest targets for himself and 
exceeded them, including his 
pledge to get 100 million shots 
in the arms of Americans by his 


first 100 days in office.

Massachusetts employers 
still report difficulty in filling 
jobs. A survey from Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts 
survey from May showed 60% 
of employers currently have 
job openings and 53% say they 
cannot find qualified workers 
to fill those vacancies. 

According to unemploy- 
ment data released Friday 
by the state, The labor force 
increased by 1,900 from 
3,745,700 in April, as 13,700 
more residents were employed 
and 11,800 fewer residents 
were unemployed over the 
month.

(holidays) are great, I love 
them all, but we have to build 
wealth. ...

Springfield City Councilors 
Tracye Whitfield and Justin 
Hurst thanked the many peo- 
ple including the Juneteenth 
Jubilee Committee in Spring- 
field for a host of activities 
planned throughout the city, 
including a vendor fair, movie 
night and restaurant promo- 
tion. 

“Let’s give Springfield a 
round of applause, because 
when it comes to culture and 
diversity, we step up,” Whit- 
field said.

interventions we have done to 
decrease the risk of COVID-19 
and should we be continuing 
those not just to decrease the 
risk for COVID, but to decrease 
the risk of all these respira- 
tory viruses at least until we 
get kids vaccinated against 
COVID.” 

Baystate Children’s pediat- 
ric intensive care unit saw its 
first case this year of RSV at 
the end of May, McKiernan 
said. Generally, all other such 
“viral infections have been 
much lower in the last 15 or 
18 months because of all the 
precautions we have taken for 
COVID.” 

RSV infections generally 
result in mild, cold-like symp- 
toms, but can be severe in 
infants and older adults. The 
CDC is encouraging testing for 
RSV among patients present- 
ing with acute respiratory 
illness who test negative for 
COVID-19. RSV results in 
approximately 2.1 million out- 
patient visits among children 
younger than five each year, 
but can infect children of any 
age. 

“Normally in the winter, 
from November to March or 
so, we see five to 10 cases of 
RSV in the pediatric intensive 
care per week,” McKiernan 
said. “The floor sees more 
in January and February we 
could have 15 to 20 infants 
between our two units on any 
given day — not to mention 
what comes through the 
Emergency Department. This 
year we had zero including the 
ED. No swab was positive for 
RSV or influenza A or B this 
winter.” 

She noted a recent report on 
RSV cases coming out of Aus- 
tralia, which is located in the

Of those new jobs in May, 
leisure and hospitality once 
again had the largest gains 
with 3,200 jobs added fol- 
lowed by education and health 
services, adding 2,400 jobs. 
Since December 2020, Mas- 
sachusetts has gained 91,800 
jobs.

added. 

m Professional and business 
services gained 1,600 (+0.3%) 
jobs over the month. Over the 
year, 37,500 (+6.6%) jobs were 
added. 

m Government gained 1,600 
(+0.4%) jobs over the month. 
Over the year, 4,400 (+1.0%) 
jobs were lost. 

m Manufacturing gained 
1,300 (+0.6%)jobs over the 
month. Over the year, 13,000 
(+5.9%) jobs were added. 

m Financial activities gained 
300 jobs (+0.1%) over the 
month. Over the year, 5,300 
(+2.5%) jobs were added.

Southern Hemisphere where 
summer is December to Jan- 
uary. Researchers there ana- 
lyzed data that shows a decline 
in cases of RSV in children the 
western part of the country 
when safety measures were in 
place against COVID-19 and 
an increase in cases “exceed- 
ing the median seasonal peak 
from 2012 to 2019” as those 
measures were lifted. 

Reasons cited, including for 
a rise in the median age from 
12.5 months to 18.4 months, 
were more young children 
with no previous exposure to 
RSV and a drop in immunity 
overall. 

“As they unmasked coming 
into their summer, they saw 
a surge in respiratory viruses 
and because our respiratory vi- 
ral pattern has really mirrored 
theirs six months later, I think 
we in pediatrics are preparing 
for that,” McKiernan said. “It 
is always better to be prepared 
and if it does not happen, we 
can feel good about it rather 
than act surprised when it 
happens.” 

Besides its recent surge in 
RSV cases, Australia has also 
reported a gradual increase 
since January in influenza-like 
illness activity although this 
remains at historically low 
levels for the country. 

The authorization of vac- 
cines in December against 
the pandemic virus for those 
16 years and older, and more 
recently expanded to in- 
clude those 12 and older, has 
greatly reduced the spread of 
COVID-19 in those areas of 
the United States where im- 
munization rates are high. 

However, McKiernan feels 
that the resultant lifting of 
safety precautions and the po- 
tential for this to increase the 
circulation of other respiratory 
viruses poses a challenge, 
particularly for children too 


the commemoration of June- 
teenth should be respected. 
“We don’t need to sugar 
coat it. We know emotions 
are high. We know folks are 
frustrated, as am I,” Hurst 
said. “We know there is more 
work to be done, and we are 
going to do it on Monday, but 


young to be vaccinated against 
COVID-19. 

“Parents of a 3- or 4-year-old 
who has some respiratory cold 
symptoms may not necessarily 
be rushing to their pediatri- 
cian, but parents do need to 
be aware that RSV is out there 
and contagious,” McKiernan 
said. “It is going to make 
things a little bit confusing 
this summer for people who 
are traveling or putting their 
kids back in programs that are 
daycare or summer care. It is 
going to complicate the situ- 
ation a bit in differentiating 
RSV from COVID and thinking 
about keeping your children 
home when they have these 
symptoms and are not tested 
for RSV.” 

McKiernan said the school 
year ahead “is going to be 
confusing” as well in terms 
of precautions to be taken 
particularly to protect for those 
too young to be vaccinated. 
She urged families to vaccinate 
their members six months and 
older against seasonal flu and 
to consider COVID vaccination 
now and when it is expanded 
to include those under 12. 

“You could have an 8-year- 
old who has respiratory 
symptoms and comes to class 
and coughs,” McKiernan said. 
“Do you quarantine the whole 
class, do you test her for RSV. 
We know you can have RSV 
and COVID. This is not only 
about kids who are not yet im- 
munized and therefore do not 
have that protection available 
to adults. It is about one more 
argument for kids to continue 
to wear masks when they go 
back to school and are in close 
quarters.” 

The CDC advisory said that 
with the reduced circulation 
of seasonal RSV “older infants 
and toddlers might now be 
at increased risk of severe 
RSV-associated illness since

they likely have not had typical 
levels of exposure to RSV 
during the past 15 months.” 

Some states outside the 
South have been seeing an in- 
crease in detection of the virus 
this spring, but less than would 
be normal. 

RSV is an RNA virus that 
spreads mainly through infect- 
ed respiratory droplets when a 
person coughs or sneezes, and 
through direct contact with a 
contaminated surface. It is the 
most common cause of pneu- 
monia as well as bronchiolitis, 
an inflammatory condition in 
the small airways in the lung, 
in children younger than one in 
the United States. 

“A little bit of inflammation 
in an infant airway can start to 
make breathing difficult and to 
start to plug up airways,” McK- 
iernan said. “In younger chil- 
dren and children with other 
medical conditions or children 
born prematurely or have bad 
asthma and children who have 
other medical conditions RSV 
can be quite severe.” 

People infected with RSV are 
usually contagious for three 
to to eight days, but some can 
transmitted the virus for up to 
four weeks even after they no 
longer show symptoms. The 
CDC says children are often 
exposed to and infected with 
RSV outside the home, such as 
in school or child-care centers 
and then can then transmit the 
virus to other members of the 
family. 

The virus can survive for 
several hours on hard surfaces 
such as tables and crib rails. 

Each year in the United 
States, the CDC said RSV leads 
to on average approximately 
58,000 hospitalizations with 
100 to 500 deaths among chil- 
dren younger than five, and 
177,000 hospitalizations with 
14,000 deaths among adults 
aged 65 years or older.

Petition seeks to rename road 


City Councilor 
leading effort for 
Ben Swan Way

City Councilor Sean F. Cur- 
ran has initiated a petition to 
name a portion of State Street 
in the Mason Square area in 
honor of former state Rep. 
Benjamin Swan. 

The proposed Ben Swan Way 
will need approval from the 
Old Hill Neighborhood Coun- 
cil, the City Council and Mayor 
Domenic J. Sarno. 

“After a lifetime of public 
service, it is a fitting tribute 
to name this section of State 
Street, in the heart of the Ma- 
son Square neighborhood, Ben 
Swan Way,” Curran said. “Ben 
has always been a commu- 
nity builder in Springfield, a 
bridge-builder.” 

Curran said he is targeting 
the section of State Street 
that cuts away from the main 
corridor and links to Wilbra- 
ham Road. The loop extends 
from Hawley Street to Eastern 
Avenue and travels in front of 
Swan’s former district head- 
quarters. It is near the recently 
restored Mason Square fire 
station and Mason Square 
Apartments. 

Swan, 87, represented the 
11th Hampden District for 
22 years, from 1994 until his 
retirement in 2016. He has 
been a community leader and

civil rights activist for decades. 
He served in the U.S. Army and 
was a member of the Congress 
of Racial Equality. 

Swan’s accomplishments as 
a legislator, as listed by Cur- 
ran, include voting for a $50 
million loan to the city when 
Springfield was in fiscal crisis 
in 2004, and voting for funds 
for the construction of a new 
Putnam Vocational Technical 
Academy. 

“Mr. Swan has always fought 
for issues that improved social 
and economic conditions for 
his neighbor, city, and coun- 
try,’ Curran said. 

Curran, who served 10 years 
with Swan in the House of 
Representatives, said he will 
be gathering signatures from 
the neighborhood in support 
of the honorary designation. 

Swan was not immediately 


available for comment, but is 


aware of the plans, Curran said. 


Curran began the petition 
process on Thursday by ob- 
taining a Honorary Street Sign 
Application from the city. 

Past petitions have led to 
other honorary street renam- 
ings, leading to ceremonies 
where blue street signs are 
unveiled. 

In 2015, the city renamed 
Plainfield Street in the North 
End as Barbara Rivera Way, in 
memory of a longtime com- 
munity activist who served 
31 years as executive director 
of the New North Citizens 
Council. 

In 2018, a section of Main 
Street in the North End was 
named in honor of the deco- 
rated 65th Infantry Regiment, 
also known as the Borinque- 
neers. 


Masks still required for summer school 


Baker expects 
‘business as 
usual’ this fall

Massachusetts students will 
still be required to wear masks 
in summer school programs in 
the coming months, the Baker 
administration clarified yester- 
day after Gov. Charlie Baker 
said he does not believe that 
practice is necessary. 


All K-12 schools 
will be required 
to bring students 
back to full-time, 
in-person learning 
starting in the fall. 


In a event that governor’s 
office livestreamed, Baker said 
the 2021-2022 academic year 
that starts in the fall should be 
“business as usual” after a year 
and a half of disruption ranging 
from online learning to manda- 
tory distancing in classrooms. 

He also said officials “don’t 
think kids need to be wearing 
masks in summer school.” 
Baker’s office later said that 
despite the governor’s remark, 
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students will in fact need to 
cover their faces indoors and 
on school buses under the 
most recent Department of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education guidance. 

When it announced on May 
27 that all health and safety 
requirements would be lifted 
for the start of the 2021-2022 
academic year, DESE told 
districts it will “not issue sep- 
arate guidance for summer 
school programs” and that 
schools “are encouraged to 
follow the health and safety 
guidance from DESE cur- 
rently in place for in-person 
learning this spring.” 

The May 27 guidance says 
educators who are fully 
vaccinated are no longer 
required to wear masks, but 
students are required to wear 
masks indoors and on buses 
unless they receive a medical 
or behavior exemption. 

All K-12 schools will be 
required to bring students 
back to full-time, in-person 
learning starting in the fall. 

“The data at this point is 
coming back to us and it’s 
overwhelmingly clear that 
COVID in schools, going 
forward, should not be an 
issue. It’s always possible 
something could happen, 
and if it does, we'll make 
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adjustments,” Baker said. “But 
I think our message to people 
at this point is: school should 
look a lot more like it did 
before the pandemic.”

Airport officials 
may expand program 
past June 25

The Connecticut Airport 
Authority, Connecticut 
Department of Public Health 
and Griffin Health have 
opened a COVID-19 vaccina- 
tion clinic near the baggage 
claim at Bradley Internation- 
al Airport. 

The Hartford/Springfield 
airport had, earlier in the 
pandemic, offered on-site 
COVID testing. The walk-up 
clinic will be from 11 a.m. to 
7 p.m. daily until June 25. Of- 
ficials promised yesterday to 
evaluate demand and possi- 
ble expansion of the program 
if demand is there. 

The vaccinations are fee 
and the Pfizer and Johnson & 
Johnson shots are available. 

“We are pleased to make 
vaccinations easily accessible 
at Bradley International Air- 
port,” said Kevin A. Dillon, 
executive director of the 
Connecticut Airport Author- 
ity. “The new, temporary 
vaccination clinic reinforces 
our ongoing commitment to 
safety, while also providing 
an added convenience to our 
passengers and the entire 
airport community. We thank 
the Department of Public 
Health and Griffin Health 
for their partnership in this 
important initiative.” 

Vaccines will be available 
on a walk-up basis and no 
appointments are neces- 
sary, the airport said. The 
single-dose Johnson & 
Johnson vaccine is available 
to anyone 18 years of age or 
older. Those 12 and older are 
eligible for the Pfizer vaccine. 
Minors have to be accompa- 
nied by a parent or guardian 






12:00pm-1:30pm (lunch will be served) 
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to receive the vaccine. The 
Pfizer vaccine requires a 
second dose after 21 days 
and Griffin Health staff will 
provide information and in- 
structions for the scheduling 
of the second dose. 

Expect a push to more local 
and convenience focused 
vaccination programs as 
states work to reach vaccina- 
tion goals despite knowing 
that many of those eager to 
get the shots have already 
gotten them. 

“Griffin Health is pleased to 
partner with Bradley Interna- 
tional Airport and the Con- 
necticut Department of Pub- 
lic Health in providing free 
COVID-19 vaccinations. Our

Gulf braces for 
tropical weather

A disorganized storm sys- 
tem carrying tropical storm- 
force winds churned through 
the Gulf of Mexico toward 
the Southern U.S. yesterday, 
lashing coastal communities 
with bands of rain, threatening 
Father’s Day tourism business 
and forcing the postponement 
of Juneteenth celebrations in 
Mississippi and Alabama. 

Forecasters said the broad 
system was moving north 
over the Gulf of Mexico with 
maximum sustained winds 
of 45 mph, which is above the 
tropical storm threshold of 39 
mph. It hadn’t been designated 
a tropical storm as of yesterday 
afternoon, however, because 
it lacked a single, well defined 
center, said Benjamin Schott, 
meteorologist in charge at 
the National Weather Service 
office in Slidell, Louisiana. 

The looming weather im- 
periled Father’s Day weekend 
commerce in tourism areas 
already suffering economic 
losses caused by the corona- 
virus pandemic. A swamp 
tour company in Crown Point, 
Louisiana, canceled afternoon 
tours yesterday and was afraid 
it would have to do the same for 
today. 

Austin Sumrall, the owner 
and chef at the White Pillars 
Restaurant and Lounge in 
Biloxi, Mississippi, had 170 
reservations on his books for 
tomorrow, but was concerned 
that some patrons would can- 


cel. “We saw, especially last 
year, the rug can get jerked out 
from under you pretty quick- 
ly,” he said. 

A tropical storm warning was 
in effect for parts of Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama 
and Florida — extending from 
Morgan City, Louisiana, to 
the Okaloosa-Walton County 
line in the Florida Panhandle. 
Coastal surge flooding was 
possible and flash flood watch- 
es extended along the coast 
from southeast Louisiana into 
the Florida panhandle and well 
inland into Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and western Georgia. 

“T hope it just gets in and gets 
out,” said Greg Paddie, manag- 
er of Tacky Jack’s, a restaurant 
at Alabama’s Orange Beach. 

Mayor Jeff Collier of Dau- 
phin Island, off Alabama’s 
coast, said officials there had 
already contacted debris 
removal contractors and 
made sandbags available to 
residents. “We’re pretty well 
prepared to the extent that we 
can be,” Collier said. “This is 
not our first rodeo.” 

By midday yesterday, brisk 
winds and bands of rain were 
hitting the coast from south 
of New Orleans to Pensacola, 
Florida. An afternoon adviso- 
ry from the National Hurri- 
cane Center said the system 
was about 165 miles south of 
Morgan City, Louisiana and 
was moving north at 14 mph. 

Forecasters said the system 
could produce up to 12 inches 
through the weekend along 
the central U.S. Gulf Coast.

Apathy greets Iran 
presidential vote

Iranians voted yesterday in a 
presidential election dom- 
inated by Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei’s 
hard-line protege after the dis- 
qualification of his strongest 
competition, fueling apathy 
that left some polling places 
largely deserted despite pleas 
to support the Islamic Repub- 
lic at the ballot box. 

Opinion polling by state- 
linked organizations, along 
with analysts, indicated 
that judiciary chief Ebra- 
him Raisi— who already is 
under U.S. sanctions — was 
the front-runner in a field of 
only four candidates. Former 
Central Bank chief Abdol- 
nasser Hemmati is running 
as the moderate candidate 
but hasn’t inspired the same 
support as outgoing Presi- 
dent Hassan Rouhani, who is 
term-limited from seeking the 
office again. 

As night fell, turnout ap- 
peared far lower than in Iran’s 
last presidential election in 
2017. At one polling place 
inside a mosque in central 
Tehran, a Shiite cleric played 
soccer with a young boy as 
most of its workers napped 
in a courtyard. At another, 
officials watched videos on 
their mobile phones as state 
television blared beside them, 
offering only tight shots of 
locations around the coun- 
try — as opposed to the long, 
snaking lines of past elections. 

As fear over turnout mount- 
ed, Iran’s Interior Ministry ex- 


tended voting by two hours, 
to 2 a.m. yesterday, citing 
the need to accommodate 
“crowds” at several polling 
stations nationwide. 

“My vote will not change 
anything in this election, the 
number of people who are 
voting for Raisi is huge and 
Hemmati does not have the 
necessary skills for this,” 
said Hediyeh, a 25-year-old 
woman who gave only her 
first name while hurrying to 
a taxi after avoiding the polls. 
“T have no candidate here.” 

Iranian state television 
sought to downplay the turn- 
out, pointing to the Gulf Arab 
sheikhdoms surrounding it 
ruled by hereditary leaders 
and the lower participation 
in Western democracies. But 
since the 1979 revolution 
overthrew the shah, Iran’s 
theocracy has cited voter 
turnout as a sign of its legiti- 
macy, beginning with its first 
referendum that won 98.2% 
support that simply asked 
whether or not people wanted 
an Islamic Republic. 

The disqualifications 
affected reformists and those 
backing Rouhani, whose 
administration both reached 
the 2015 nuclear deal with 
world powers and saw it 
disintegrate three years later 
with then-President Donald 
Trump’s unilateral withdrawal 
of America from the accord. 
Former hard-line President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, also 
blocked from running, said 
on social media he’d boycott 
the vote.

New video of Capitol attacks released 


Footage shows 
ex-NYPD officer 
attacking police

Videos released under 
court order provide a chilling 
new look at the chaos at the 
U.S. Capitol on Jan. 6, includ- 
ing body camera footage that 
shows a man charging at a po- 
lice officer with a flagpole and 
tackling him to the ground. 

Federal judges ordered the 
release of the videos after me- 
dia organizations, including 
The Associated Press, went 
to court to request that the 
Department of Justice provide 
access. The videos are being 
presented as evidence in pros- 
ecutors’ cases against three 
men charged with assaulting 
police. 

The new videos show a 
Marine Corps veteran and 
former New York City police 
officer wielding a flagpole as 
he attacks police, as well as ri- 
oters crushing another officer 
into a door as he screams in 
pain. Still another video shows 
a New Jersey man punching an 
officer in the head. 

The release comes at a time 
when Republican lawmakers 
in Washington increasingly try 
to downplay the siege, portray- 
ing the breach of the Capitol 
as a mostly peaceful protest 
despite the shocking violence 
that unfolded. 

Supporters of former Pres- 
ident Donald Trump fought 
past police lines to storm the 
building and interrupt the 
certification of President Joe 
Biden’s election win over 
Trump. 

The Justice Department has 
brought hundreds of criminal 
cases against the rioters. This 
week, a man linked to the 
antigovernment Three Per- 
centers extremist movement 
was indicted on a new charge 
that he brought a semi-auto-

matic handgun with him to the 
Capitol. 

Body camera video released 
in the case against former 
New York City policeman 
Thomas Webster shows the 
man holding a flagpole and 
shouting profanities at officers 
standing behind a metal 
barricade. Webster pushes the 
barricade and swings toward 
an officer with the flagpole. 
There’s a violent scuffle, the 
officer manages to take the 
flagpole away from the man, 
and Webster appears to tackle 
the officer to the ground. 

Other images in court docu- 
ments show Webster pinning 
the officer to the ground and 
grabbing at his face. 

Webster’s lawyer wrote in 
court documents seeking 
his release from jail while he 
awaits trial that his client got 
upset when he saw police us- 
ing pepper spray on the crowd. 
The lawyer, James Monroe, 
wrote that “as a former U.S. 
Marine and a member of law 
enforcement, defendant’s 
moral instinct was to protect 
the innocent.” 

Monroe said the officer 
provoked Webster by reaching 
across the barrier and punch- 
ing him. The lawyer says 
Webster never actually struck 
the officer with the flagpole. 

Other footage released 


in the case against Patrick 
McCaughey III, a Connecticut 
man charged with assault, 
show police wearing helmets 
and face shields gathered ina 
Capitol doorway as the crowd 
pushes aggressively forward 
and shouts at them. 

At one point, Daniel Hodges 
of Washington’s Metropoli- 
tan Police Department gets 
pinned against a door and a ri- 
oter rips off his mask. The mob 
shouts “heave ho” as it pushes 
forward. Hodges, whose 
mouth appears bloody, cries 
out as he’s crushed between a 
riot shield and the door. Mc- 
Caughey at one point points to 
Hodges and says “he’s hurt,” 
seemingly trying to alert the 
other officers. Hodges has 
recovered from his injuries. 

An email seeking comment 
was sent to an attorney for Mc- 
Caughey. 

Democrats used the video 
of Hodges, which had been 
previously obtained by 
some media outlets, in their 
impeachment case against 
Trump accusing him of 
inciting the insurrection. The 
House impeached him — the 
second of his presidency —a 
week after the riot for telling 
his supporters that morning to 
“fight like hell” to overturn his 
defeat. The Senate acquitted 
him weeks later.

Celtics overhau 


Walker dealt to Oklahoma City, 
Horford returning to Boston

The Celtics offseason revamp got off to a note- 
worthy start yesterday after the Celtics agreed 
to terms with the Thunder on a three-player deal 
that sends Kemba Walker, the No. 16 overall pick 
in the 2021 draft and a 2025 second-round pick 
to Oklahoma City for Al Horford, Moses Brown 
and a 2023 second-round pick. 

Why did the Celtics elect to bring back 35-year-old 
Horford in exchange for Walker and draft compen- 
sation? Here four ways Brad Stevens and Boston’s 
front office likely believe the team will benefit. 

1. Salary relief and cap flexibility: The 
Celtics didn’t want to pay big money to Horford 
two summers ago, but he currently has a cheaper 
contract than Kemba Walker, with the Celtics 
owning Horford about $30 million less in guar- 
anteed money over the next two seasons.

It could be a wide open Open 


Tournament takes on Bland look as 
erinder moves to top of leaderboard

The U.S. Open prides itself on being the most dem- 
ocratic of majors with some 9,000 players from all 
walks of golf having a chance to compete. 

Richard Bland is an example of that. 

Just over a month ago, the 48-year-old from 
England was O-for-447 in his European Tour career. 
On Friday, he shot a 4-under 67 and walked off the 
South course at Torrey Pines with his name atop the 
leaderboard in the U.S. Open. 

“A lot of guys have a lot more on the CV than I do,” 
Bland said. “But I’m here to compete and give it 
everything I’ve got.” 

Bland was at 5-under 137. With players still on the 
course late in the second round, Bland was tied with 
first-round co-leader Russell Henley. 

They were one shot ahead of Louis Oosthuizen, 
and two strokes up on Matthew Wolff, Bubba Wat- 
son and Jon Rahm. 

This is only his fourth major — twice at Royal Birk- 
dale in 1998 and 2017, once at Bethpage Black for 
the U.S. Open — and he came in on a high note. 

Bland won the British Masters last month in his 
478th start, making him the oldest first-time winner 
in European Tour history. 

He arrived at Torrey Pines and immediately liked 
what he saw. 

“T was feeling pretty good about my game. I’ve 
been driving the ball well for five, six weeks now, 
which is the cornerstone if youre going to put a fight

up for a U.S. Open,” Bland said. “When I saw this 
place on Monday, yeah, it kind of set up to my eye. 
It’s all there just straight in front of me, and that’s 
the kind of golf course I like.” 

Oosthuizen, coming off a runner-up finish in the 
PGA Championship, finished with two pars in the 
morning to cap off a 67 to share the first-round lead 
with Henley. He didn’t get any lower in the second 
round and shot 71, but was right in the mix.

“love” to be back in Boston. There is a comfort 
level on both sides with the partnership.

HE BYRDS’ CLASSIC 
“Turn! Turn! Turn!” 
didn’t sound like 
anything else on the 
radio when it hit No. 1 on the 
Billboard charts in 1965. 

For starters, the lyrics came 
from the Book of Ecclesias- 
tes, noting “there is a season, 
and a time for every purpose, 
under Heaven. A time to be 
born, a time to die. A time to 
plant, a time to reap. A time to 
kill, a time to heal. A time to 
laugh, a time to weep.” 

What critics failed to realize, 
said Byrds co-founder Chris 
Hillman, was that covering 
the Pete Seeger classic was a 
logical move for musicians 
steeped in American roots 
music. Songs about struggle, 
glory, sacrifice and faith were 
common in early 1960s folk 
concerts. 

“Where did all of our music 
come from? Blues and gospel. 
... White church, Black church, 
the music all came from 
church,” said Hillman ina 
recent interview. “With the 
Byrds, we went right to that 
well. We didn’t think twice 
about it. We didn’t say, “We 
can’t doa Christian song.” 

Hillman’s musical roots 
became more obvious as the 
Byrds ventured into what 
many started calling “coun- 
try rock,” especially with the 
landmark “Sweetheart of 
the Rodeo” album in 1968. 
Bluegrass, country and gospel 
themes played a larger role as 
Hillman began writing songs 
for the Byrds and his later 
bands. 

While the Byrds put him in 
the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame, 
it was Hillman’s grassroots 
connections that made his- 
tory, according to the legend

day.

Can’t wait to be 
back with the entire team and 
our wonderful cast, crew, and 
orchestra.” 

“The Book of Mormon,” 
which opened on Broadway in 
2011, won nine Tony Awards 
honors that year, including 
best musical. The comedy 
centers on a pair of Latter-Day 
Saints missionaries who are 
assigned to spread the word of 
their religion in Uganda.

when news of the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation reached 
Galveston, Texas — nearly 
two years after the proclama- 
tion had been issued. African 
Americans, beginning in 
Texas, have celebrated the 
holiday since 1866. 

In June 2020, following 
widespread national protests 
against racial injustice, sev- 
eral corporations embraced 
Juneteenth. “Both Twitter 


and Square are making #June- 


teenth (June 19th) a company 
holiday in the U.S., forever- 
more,” declared Jack Dorsey, 
Twitter’s CEO, on Twitter. 
“A day for celebration, 
education, and connection.” 
Nike, Citigroup, Target and 
Lyft also recognized the day 
officially. Legislative efforts 
to make Juneteenth a federal 
holiday continue. 

In communities where the 
arrival of the news of emanci- 


pation has long been celebrat- 
ed, Juneteenth is marked with 
gatherings over prayer, music, 
food and dancing — and, in 
many places, pageants aiming 
to crown a Miss (and Mr.) 
Juneteenth, with different 
contests for children, teens 
and adults. 

Many elements of a Miss 
Juneteenth pageant will be 


ied alive. Satan, I sure know 
your sign, and this feeling 
deep inside makes me wanna 
shrivel up and die. And I still 
find myself asking why.” 

Hillman wasn’t a Christian 
at that time but found it nat- 
ural to use religious language 
when asking big questions, 
since that was normal in 
bluegrass and country culture.

Plan targets Biden, 
pro-abortion 
Catholic politicians

U.S. Catholic bishops 
overwhelmingly approved 
the drafting ofa “teaching 
document” that many of them 
hope will rebuke Catholic poli- 
ticians, including President Joe 
Biden, for receiving Commu- 
nion despite their support for 
abortion rights. 

The decision, vehemently op- 
posed by a minority of bishops, 
came despite appeals from the 
Vatican for a more cautious and 
collegial approach to the divi- 
sive issue. And it raises ques- 
tions of how closely the bishops 
will be able to cooperate with 
the Biden administration on 
issues such as immigration and 
racial injustice. 

The result of the vote — 168 
in favor and 55 against — was 
announced yesterday near the 
end of a three-day meeting of 
the U.S. Conference of Catholic 
Bishops that was held virtual- 
ly. The bishops had cast their 
votes privately on Thursday 
after several hours of impas- 
sioned debate. 

Supporters of the measure 
said a strong rebuke of Biden 
is needed because of his recent 
actions protecting and ex- 
panding abortion access, while 
opponents warned that such 
action would portray the bish- 
ops as a partisan force during a 
time of bitter political divisions 
across the country. 

As aresult of the vote, the 
USCCB’s doctrine committee 
will draft a statement on the 
meaning of Communion in the 
life of the church that will be 
submitted for consideration at 
a future meeting, probably an 
in-person gathering in Novem-

One section of the document 
is intended to include a specific 
admonition to Catholic politi- 
cians and other public figures 
who disobey church teaching 
on abortion and other core 
doctrinal issues. 

After a routine motion to 
adopt the agenda, St. Louis 
Archbishop Mitchell Rozanski, 
former bishop of the Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, diocese, 
asked that enough time be 
allotted so that any bishop who 
wished to speak about drafting 
the document be given the 
chance to do so, according to 
National Catholic Reporter. 

In response, Kansas Arch- 
bishop Joseph Naumann, one 
of the architects of the “no 
communion for Joe Biden” 
push, questioned Rozanski’s 
motives, suggesting it was a 
“delaying tactic.” Archbishop 
Paul Coakley of Oklahoma 
City, who serves as an adviser 
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grew up in Marshall and Fort 
Worth, Texas. She has for years 
been campaigning for June- 
teenth to become an official 
national holiday. In 2016, at the 
age of 89, she walked from her 
home in Fort Worth to Wash- 
ington, D.C., to raise awareness 
of Juneteenth. She says she 
believes that to fully celebrate 
the history of the United States 
and the concept of freedom, 
the country should hold a na- 
tional celebration from June 19 
through July 4. 

“T want people to realize that 
this is not a Texas thing and it’s 
not a Black thing because none 
of us are free until we are all 
free and, heaven knows, we are 
not free yet,” she said. 

Lee views Juneteenth and the 
celebrations that come with it, 
including pageants, as a key 
part of educating Americans 
about equality and freedom. 
The pageants’ emphasis on 
history, education and empow- 
erment has prompted partic- 
ipants and organizers around 
the country to refer to them as 
“pageants with a purpose.” 

“These kids are not just pa- 
rading up and down the stage,” 
Lee said. “There is so much 
more involved.” 

The rise of Miss Juneteenth 
pageants has come at a mo- 
ment when Black contestants 
have met with remarkable 
success in more high-profile 
pageants. In 2019, the winners 
of the five most prominent 
pageants — Miss World, Miss 
Teen USA, Miss America, Miss 
USA and Miss Universe — were 
all Black. In some corners, their 
victories were seen as a water- 
shed moment for the pageant 
world. 

Still, Miss Juneteenth pag- 
eants offer a different experi- 
ence for their winners. 

“Even when we have this 
banner year and these won- 
derful women winning these 
pageants, it’s still in relation- 
ship to a presumptive default 
culture of whiteness,” said 
Treva B. Lindsey, a professor of 
women’s studies at Ohio State 
University, where she focuses 
on African American women’s 
history and culture.

Before participating in the 
1981-1982 Miss Juneteenth 
pageant in Texas, Vickie 
Heath-Glosson, 64, didn’t 
know much about Juneteenth 
beyond the basics. She grew 
up in Texas, but her history 
courses in school, she said, 
had focused on the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation as the final 
word after Abraham Lincoln 
signed it in 1863. By participat- 
ing in the pageant, she gained 
a deeper understanding of the 
holiday. 

Glosson, who won the pag- 
eant in 1982, said she valued 
having a space designated for 
celebrating Black women. Al- 
though there was competition, 
the pageant provided a sense 
of community and sisterhood. 

“Tt was just amazing,” she 
said. “It just felt like there was 
kind of a missing link about 
things that I didn’t know 
about.” 

She credits the pageant 
with boosting her analytical 
and public speaking skills 
and giving her a confidence 
that carried her into a 39- 
year teaching career. Before 
retiring, she taught her own 
students about Juneteenth. 

“Getting involved with that 
meeting, all the wonderful 
women that I participated 
with, was just so amazing,” 
Glosson said. “It was an op- 
portunity to know that I’d be 
able to get more involved with 
the community.” 

In the Louisiana town of 
Donaldsonville, the current 
Juneteenth celebration was 
introduced in 1996 by the 
mayor at the time, Bernard Jo- 
seph Francis Sr., and his wife, 
Janet Ganes Francis. In 2016, 
the couple’s daughter, Tamiko 
Francis Garrison, with the 
help of others, started a Miss 
Juneteenth pageant. 

“When I think of celebrating 
Juneteenth and the pageant, I 
think of it this way: The path 
of our ancestors and their 
sacrifices have gotten us to 
the point where we can do this 
freely,” Francis Garrison said. 
“We remember, we mourn, 
but we celebrate the victories.”

Biden, who attends Mass 
regularly, says he personally 
opposes abortion but doesn’t 
think he should impose that 
position on Americans who feel 
otherwise. He’s taken several 
executive actions during his 
presidency that were hailed by 
abortion-rights advocates. 

During a White House event 
on the COVID-19 pandemic 
yesterday, Biden was asked 
about the possibility that 
the bishops would approve 
a document suggesting that 
his abortion stance should 
disqualify him from receiving 
Communion. 

“That’s a private matter, 
and I don’t think that’s going 
to happen,” the president said 
without elaborating. 

The chairman of the USCCB 
doctrine committee, Bishop 
Kevin Rhoades of Fort Wayne- 
South Bend, Indiana, said no 
decisions have been made 
on the final contents of the 


bishops who are not on the 
committee will have chances to 
offer input, and the final draft 
will be subject to amendments 
before it is put up to a vote. 

Rhoades also said the docu- 
ment would not mention Biden 
or other individuals by name 
and would offer guidelines 
rather than imposing a manda- 
tory national policy. 

That would leave decisions 
about Communion for specific 
churchgoers up to individu- 
al bishops and archbishops. 
Cardinal Wilton Gregory, the 
archbishop of Washington, has 
made clear that Biden is wel- 
come to receive Communion at 
churches in the archdiocese. 

Gregory was one of nearly 70 
bishops who signed a letter to 
USCCB president and Los An- 
geles Archbishop José Gomez 
urging him to delay the Com- 


bishops convene in person, but 
that request was not granted. 

“The choice before us at this 
moment,” Gregory said during 
Thursday’s debate, “is either we 
pursue a path of strengthening 
unity among ourselves or settle 
for creating a document that 
will not bring unity but may 
very well further damage it.” 

The USCCB has identified 
the fight against abortion as its 
“preeminent” priority. But the 
bishops’ collective stance is at 
odds with the views of many 
Catholics in the U.S. 

In recent polls by the Pew 
Research Center, about 56% 
of U.S. Catholics surveyed said 
abortion should be legal in most 
or all cases, and 67% said Biden 
should be allowed to receive 
Communion during Mass. 

On the latter issue, Pew found 
a sharp partisan divide: 55% of 
Catholics who identify with the 
Republican Party said Biden’s 
abortion stance should dis- 
qualify him from Communion, 
compared with 11% of Catholics 
who lean Democratic.

members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives issued a statement 
yesterday urging the USCCB to 
drop any effort to exclude poli- 
ticians from Communion over 
the abortion issue, and calling 
it contradictory.
